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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Mogami reference do 
not disclose a polyester elastomer-series thermoplastic resin. Mogami discloses that a thermoplastic polyester resin may b used. The 
reference does not exclude the elastomer series of the polyester resins Nakajima and Mogami both disclose a resin composition that is 
used in office automation devices. Therefore, the references are analogous art. Nakajima discloses an optical fiber cord with a resin 
composition. Mogami discloses a flame retardant resin composition. The resin composition of the Mogami reference has high flame 
resistanc , mechanical properties and heat resistance. Therefore, the combination is not without motivation. 
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
